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What  happens  to  high  school  teenagers  turned  loose  on  a  college  cam- 
pus for  four  years?  Graduates  say  that  this  is  the  best  time  of  anyone's 
life.  What  is  it  that  they  use  as  a  basis  of  judgment?  Is  it  perhaps  a  lay- 
ing aside  of  a  neat  and  secure  microcosm  in  favor  of  a  much  larger, 
more  challenging,  and  less  secure  space  in  which  to  exist?  These  four 
years  include  the  greater  part  of  an  individual's  maturation  process  for 
it  is  then  that  one  decides  what  one  is  going  to  do  with  one's  poten- 
tialities. One  learns  what  it  means  to  become  something  and  in  particu- 
lar, to  become  a  person. 


IN  MEMORIAM 

ALLEN  D.  HOLE 


A  vital  person  cannot  be  described  with  full  justice.  His 
friends  will  speak  first  of  Allen  Hole's  liveliness,  his 
gaiety,  his  capacity  to  care  for  others,  his  delight  in  the 
simplest  things,  but  we  recognize  that  unless  one  knew 
him,  these  terms  would  not  convey  the  effect  of  his  nature. 

In  Buber's  For  the  Sake  of  Heaven,  a  disciple  asks  his 
Rabbi  why  it  is  that  36  hidden  righteous  people  sustain 
the  world  rather  than  the  manifestly  righteous  who  are 
our  leaders.  "  'The  manifest  just,'  said  the  Rabbi,  'are  them- 
selves sustained  by  these  hidden  ones.  Moreover,  that 
within  them  which  serves  to  sustain  men  belongs  to  their 
hidden  and  not  to  their  manifest  nature.  All  that  sustains 
belongs  to  the  realm  of  the  hidden.'  "  Allen  Hole  was  the 
most  transparent,  but  also  the  most  hidden  of  men.  He 
was  at  the  core  of  his  being  what  he  appeared  on  the  sur- 
face, but  because  he  rested  so  fully  on  his  trust  in  God  to 
know  Allen  required  knowing  his  master  first. 

There  is  a  passage  in  Luke's  Gospel  where  in  answer  to 
the  salutation,  "Good  Teacher,"  Jesus  says,  "Why  do  you 
call  me  good?  No  one  is  good  but  God  alone."  Jesus  was 
a  Good  Teacher  and  never  better  than  when  he  turned 
men's  attention  away  from  Himself  to  his  Father.  Allen 
Hole  was  a  good  teacher  in  the  same  fashion;  if  one 
wanted  to  know  or  understand  him,  it  was  necessary  to 
know  what  it  was  that  shaped  his  life,  to  know  him  in 
that  which  is  eternal.

With  Bob  Geiger  succeeding  Jerry  Huntsman  as  head 
coach  and  graduated  four-year  quarterback  Rick  Carter 
joining  the  staflF  as  assistant,  the  football  squad  extended 
its  record  to  36-5  for  the  past  fi^e  years.  Although  losing 
for  the  first  time  at  home  since  1961,  the  Quakers  won  six 
of  eight  regular  season  games  to  earn  a  bid  from  Maryville 
College  to  play  in  the  first  annual  Honaker  Bowl  game 
.  (Maryville,  Tennessee)  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 

Franklin  and  Kenyon  had  already  fallen  before  an  op- 
ponent even  crossed  the  Earlham  goal  line.  In  those  con- 
quests the  Quakers  held  their  two  victims  to  56  yards 
rushing  while  Earlham  fullback  Brad  Powell  ran  for  207 
yards  and  halfback  Doug  Seibert  caught  nine  passes  for 
203.  But  the  Principia  Indians,  gunning  for  the  Quakers 
after  five  straight  losses  in  their  six-year  series,  put  the 
brakes  on  the  Earlham  express  and  won,  9-6,  despite  14 
tackles  by  linebacker  Bob  Taylor. 

The  next  four  enemies  met  defeat  by  a  total  of  23  points 
as  the  Maroon  and  White  capitalized  on  their  opportuni- 
ties. Taylor  outgained  Earlham  in  yardage,  209-193,  but 
lost  three  fumbles  as  the  Quakers  edged  their  traditional 
rivals  by  one  TD  for  the  fourth  straight  time.  Freshman 
quarterback  Ron  Isaac  completed  9  of  11  passes  for  144 
yards  as  Earlham  turned  a  13-0  deficit  in  to  a  14-13  viaory 
over  Manchester,  Greg  Dinkins  kicking  both  extra  points. 

An  interception  and  81-yard  TD  sprint  by  defensive  end 
Dick  McClure  helped  the  Quakers  to  a  14-7  win  over  Lake 


rorest  as  aeioert  recoraea  punts  or  oz  ana  :>:>  yaros.  *jame 
Number  Seven  saw  Wilmington's  Quakers  grab  a  13-7 
lead  in  the  fourth  quarter  before  Powell  scored  his  second 
touchdown  of  the  afternoon.  Then  Isaac  scored  to  clinch  a 
21-13  victory  and  bring  the  Quaker  Bowl  back  to  Earlham. 
A  16-0  loss  at  Kalamazoo  did  nothing  to  dampen  the 
spirits  of  the  Quakers,  anxious  to  win  the  first  post-season 
bowl  game  in  Earlham  history.  First  quarter  jitters  in 
Tennessee  hurt  the  Quakers,  cutting  short  two  drives  with 
fumbles  as  Maryville  jumped  into  a  17-6  lead.  But  a  58- 
yard  TD  heave  from  Isaac  to  Seibert  and  second  half 
touchdowns  by  Mike  Puterbaugh  and  Bob  Taylor  put  the 
Quakers  on  top,  26-17,  as  the  gun  ended  the  season.  Taylor 
led  the  rushers  against  Maryville,  with  111  yards  at  full- 
back, as  Earlham  rolled  up  its  greatest  total  ofiFense  figure, 


427  yards.  Seibert  was  voted  the  team's  Most  Valuable 
Player  with  100  yards  receiving  and  76  rushing. 

The  game  ended  the  careers  of  backs  Seibert,  Taylor, 
and  Paul  Fauri,  and  linemen  Fran  Bradley,  Jerry  Redinbo, 
Dennis  Mierzwa,  John  Zimmer,  Jim  Wade,  and  McClure.  , 
Seven  of  them  played  four  years  and  won  29  of  33  games. 

For  the  1965  season,  Powell's  564  rushing  yards  easily 
topped  Seibert's  runnerup  total  of  359,  but  Seibert  had  a  i 
better  average,  4.4  per  carry  to  4.1.  Powell  also  led  in  i 
scoring  with  42  points,  while  Seibert  followed  with  24  as  i 
the  state's  defending  champion  collegiate  scorer.  Seibert 
led  in  receiving  with  496  yards  and  punting  with  a  39.4  L 
average  for  40  tries.  Ramsey  Coates  and  Ron  Isaac  shared  r 
the  quarterbacking  duties,  Coates  completing  48.4  per  cent  i 
for  449  yards  and  Isaac  5 1.0  per  cent  for  392. 

With  Geiger  moving  on  to  Buffalo  and  Hall  departing  l 
for  Middle  Tennessee  State,  the  coaching  chores  for  1966  I 
fall  on  the  young  shoulders  of  Carter,  still  just  one  year  out  t 
of  his  helmet  and  pads.

Co-Captain  Ben  Hoskins,  at  center  half,  and  freshman 
left  fullback  Jon  Krutsky  sparked  the  defense  throughout 
the  season  while  freshman  wing  Steve  Worth  and  senior 
inside  Lee  Barnes  accounted  for  2/  goals  between  them. 
The  season  began>  slowly,  with  a  1-1  tie  at  MacMurray  and 
one-goal  victories  over  Cedarville  and  Wheaton  as  Worth 
scored  four  times.  Then  the  Earlham  steamroller  started

The  Quakers  shut  out  the  next  four  opponents,  the  first 
time  in  12  years  an  Earlham  squad  achieved  that  feat. 
Wilmington  fell,  2-0,  as  freshmen  Rolf  DeCou  and  Dave 
Bailey  connected.  Undefeated  Lake  Forest  journeyed  to 
Richmond  and  departed  stunned,  4-0,  as  Kenyan  Zeke 
Kegode  joined  the  Quaker  lineup  for  the  first  time  since 
leading  the  squad  in  scoring  in  1964.

!  Barnes  and  Worth.  Hoskins,  Worth,  and  junior  co-captain 
!  Bob  Perkins  were  selected  for  the  Ail-Tourney  team.  The 
next  stop  was  Kansas  City. 

Worth  fired  home  two  goals  to  beat  Lincoln  (Pennsyl- 
vania), 2-0,  and  the  Quakers  were  in  the  NAIA  finals  for 


This  year  Earlham  wanted  the  title  undisputed. 

Worth  began  the  scoring  but  Trenton  State,  victimized 
in  the  semi-finals  by  Earlham  two  years  before,  came  back 
with  three  before  Worth  narrowed  the  gap  to  3-2.  Tren- 
ton's Wayne  Huston  poured  home  three  more,  however, 
and  the  6-2  verdict  was  oflScial.  Huston  had  eight  goals  in 
two  games.  Worth  "only"  four.  Krutsky  joined  Worth  as 
Earlham's  representatives  on  the  All-Tournament  team. 

The  Quakers  placed  two  men  on  the  All-Conference 
first  team.  Worth  and  Krutsky,  and  two  more  gained  hon- 
orable mention,  Barnes  and  Bailey.

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CROSS  COUNTRY 


Judging  by  the  standards  set  by  Jerry  Rushton's  cross 
country  squads  of  the  previous  three  years,  1965  was  an 
"off"  year.  Despite  frequent  record-breaking  performances 
by  senior  captain  John  Gunn,  Earlham  failed  to  qualify  for 
the  NAIA  National  meet  for  the  first  time  in  four  years. 

The  season  record  was  impressive  nonetheless.  The 
Quakers  gained  runnerup  honors  in  the  GLCA  and  HCC 
meets  and  the  Taylor  and  Earlham  Invitationals.  They 
whipped  Franklin  and  Taylor  in  dual  meets  and  tied 
Wabash  in  the  season's  finale.  They  routed  Concordia  and 
Indiana  Tech  in  one  triangular  meet  and  placed  second 
to  Taylor  in  another. 

Gunn  ran  a  20:20  four-mile  race  in  winning  the  HCC 
meet,  the  best  time  ever  for  an  Earlham  runner  and  a  new 
Conference  meet  record.  He  also  shattered  the  GLCA  meet 
standard  and  the  Earlham  course  record  with  a  21:04.8 
clocking  as  the  Quakers  finished  second  to  Ohio  Wesleyan. 
Gunn  broke  the  Taylor  Invitational  mark  in  gaining  the 
individual  championship,  although  his  team  was  edged  by 
Taylor.  For  the  season,  Gunn  won  seven  of  the  11  in 
which  Earlham  ran. 

Senior  Mike  Davis,  for  four  years  one  of  the  team's 
stalwarts,  saved  his  best  performance  for  his  final  run,  a 
21:21  time  at  Wabash,  ranking  him  tenth  among  Earl- 
ham's  all-time  cross  country  runners.  Freshmen  Jim  Mc- 
1  Nemar  and  Burt  Weston  gave  evidence  of  great  things  to 
come  with  21:15  and  21:18  times  respeaively.

BASKETBALL 


Beginning  the  basketball  season  with  a  new  coach,  a 
young  team  (one  junior  and  a  host  of  sophomores  and 
freshmen),  and  a  2-19  record  and  previous  year,  Earlham 
knew  anything  could  happen  in  1965-66.  But  no  one 
expected  the  team  to  win  10  of  its  last  13  to  finish  14-8. 
And  no  one  expeaed  one  sophomore  and  one  freshman  to 
rewrite  the  record  book.  Coach  Del  Harris  and  his  young- 
sters left  some  room  for  improvement,  but  in  the  process 
reached  some  impressive  milestones  that  may  be  hard  even 
for  a  better  team  to  surpass. 

Not  since  1932-33  had  a  Quaker  team  won  more  than 
13  games;  not  since  1953  had  a  player  scored  36  points  in 
a  game;  not  since  1959-60  had  Earlham  even  won  more 
games  than  it  lost;  and  never  had  a  player  scorfed  500 
points  in  a  season,  or  a  freshman  300,  or  two  players  more 
than  400.  Those  are  only  some  of  the  heights  reached  by 
the  1965-66  Quakers. 

The  City  of  Richmond  Tournament  opened  the  season 
in  the  exciting,  interesting  way  that  was  to  continue  for 
most  of  the  22-game  schedule.  Taylor,  a  strong  favorite 
to  beat  Earlham  in  the  first  round,  saw  disaster  looming 
when  a  Quaker  shot  bounced  out  with  eight  seconds  left 
and  Taylor  ahead,  95-94.  The  Trojans  won,  but  not  easily, 
and  only  with  Quaker  sophomore  Mike  Martin  tying  the 
13-year-old  school  record  with  36  points  in  the  game. 
Earlham  ripped  Hanover  in  the  consolation  game  to  take 
third  place  in  the  tourney. 

Freshman  Steve  Ward  poured  in  27  markers  and  steady 
sophomore  Rick  Berg  added  18  points  and  19  rebounds  as 
Albion  tasted  a  97-90  defeat  and  Earlham  equalled  its 
previous  year's  victory  in  only  its  third  contest.  After  split- 
ting the  next  four  games,  January  came  and  the  Hoosier 
Conference's  "tough  two"  invaded  Richmond. 

Indiana  Central,  eventual  HCC  champion,  survived  an 
80-80  deadlock  with  20  seconds  to  play  and  beat  the 
Quakers,  84-80,  despite  31  for  Martin.  Then  Manchester 
brought  an  8-1  record  to  town  and  had  to  come  from  be- 
hind to  win,  94-86,  as  sophomore  <Praig  McEwan  scored 
20  of  Earlham's  points  in  his  best  career  effort. 

Earlham's  first  victory  over  Wabash  since  1948  left  the 
Quakers  6-5;  they  never  dropped  below  .500  again. 

With  the  Quaker  Bowl  at  stake  at  Wilmington,  both 
Quaker  Fives  were  ready.  The  lead  changed  hands  early 


before  the  Indiana  Quakers  pulled  ahead  as  Ward's  scoring 
pace  was  torrid.  When  the  Ohio  squad  came  within  three, 
80-77,  Ward  stepped  up  the  attack  and  did  not  stop  until 
his  team  led,  90-77,  on  his  record-tying  36th  point.  An- 
other layup  gave  the  6'1"  freshman  38.  He  had  already 
surpassed  the  freshman  record  for  points  in  a  season,  280, 
in  his  fifteenth  game.  Now  he  had  a  record  no  one  else  had 
equalled  in  a  career. 

Against  Marian  the  Quakers  went  without  a  field  goal 
the  last  6:56,  but  hit  their  last  14  foul  tosses  to  win,  72-66. 
Challenging  Rose  Poly,  Earlham  used  Martin's  30  points. 
Berg's  19  rebounds,  and  a  phenomenal  18  assists  by 
freshman  Tom  Rogers  to  triumph. 

When  a  confident  Wooster  squad  played  at  Earlham, 
the  Quakers  faced  one  of  the  best  defensive  Fives  in  the 
nation.  Martin  paid  no  attention  to  defenders  and  notched 
30  points  and  Dudley  Moore's  other  13-year-old  record 
was  erased.  Martin  did  not  stop  with  the  436  points  in  a 
season  necessary  to  eclipse  the  mark,  but  he  reached  441 
that  night. 

Routs  of  St.  Francis  and  Wilmington  closed  the  Quaker 
campaign  with  five  straight  wins.  In  the  finale,  Martin 
tallied  37  and  Berg  had  22  rebounds  and  28  points,  his 
career  high.  It  was  an  appropriate  end  to  the  season. 

Berg's  323  rebounds  easily  led  the  team,  as  did  Martin's 
504  points  and  22.9  average.  Ward  finished  second  in  each 
department,  182  rebounds  and  422  points.  Berg  had  332 
points  and  Rogers,  who  led  in  assists,  scored  203.  Fresh- 
man Mike  Dean  admirably  filled  the  "sixth  man"  role, 
playing  at  forward  or  guard  as  needed. 

The  Quakers  outscored  their  opponents,  86.0  to  82.6, 
and  compiled  the  best  record  for  an  Earlham  squad  since 
1957-58,  when  the  team  was  13-5.  The  last  previous  win- 
ning season  was  1959-60,  12-7;  the  only  higher  victory 
total,  15,  was  achieved  by  the  undefeated  squad  of  1932-33.

Earlham's  volleyball  season  ended  on  an  unhappy  note  as 
the  Quakers  finished  fourth  in  the  MIVA,  whereas  a  third 
place  was  necessary  to  move  on  to  the  National  tourna- 
ment. The  previous  five  dual  meets  comprising  the  season 
saw  losses,  and  the  team  took  fifth  twice  (moving  to  fourth 
when  Indiana  University  was  eliminated  for  using  a  gradu- 
ate student)  and  fourth  once  in  MIVA  tourneys.  But  there 
I  is  a  positive  side  to  the  season. 

Coach  Jack  Bailey  uncovered  some  new  talent  that  may 
I  bring  success  back  to  Earlham  in  1967.  Ron  Kidder,  who 
I  showed  real  improvement  as  a  volleyball  player  this  year, 
I  received  honorable  mention  on  the  MIVA  team  as  a 
I  spiker,  and  Paul  Schaeffer  came  along  to  fill  ably  the  set-

WRESTLING 

An  undefeated  season  recorded  by  sophomore  Doug 
Kaler  and  a  Little  State  crown  won  by  Tom  Johnson 
brightened  an  otherwise  disappointing  1965-66  season  for 
Earlham's  wrestlers.  Under  Coach  Bob  Geiger  the  squad 
won  two  of  eight  dual  meets  and  finished  fifth  in  the 
Hoosier  Conference  and  fourth  in  the  Little  State. 

Kaler's  14-0-1  slate  included  individual  championships 
in  the  Hoosier  Conference  at  167  pounds  and  the  Little 
State  at  160.  Johnson,  although  missing  part  of  the  season 
with  mononucleosis,  finished  5-2-1  and  successfully  de- 
fended the  Little  State  heavyweight  title  he  won  as  a 
sophomore. 

Junior  Fred  Casey  posted  an  impressive  9-4  record  and 
Tim  Horgan  won  four  of  five  matches  before  being  side- 
lined with  an  injury.  Jon  Little,  the  lone  senior  on  the 
squad,  was  3-3-1  when  he  had  his  season  shortened  by 
an  injury. 

The  squad  edged  St.  Joseph's,  21-18,  and  downed  Han- 
over, 23-14,  for  its  two  victories^  The  most  heartbreaking 
loss  was  to  perennial  power  Indiana  Central,  18-13,  as 
Earlham  led  with  two  matches  remaining  but  was  unable 
to  hold  on.

TRACK 


One  of  the  best  track  teams  in  Indiana  and  perhaps  the 
best  in  Earlham  history  represented  the  Quakers  in  1966. 
Under  the  direction  of  Coach  Jerry  Rushton,  Earlham's 
thinlies  overwhelmed  ail  opponents  in  dual  and  triangular 
meets,  swept  victoriously  through  the  Hoosier  Conference 
and  Great  Lakes  meets,  and  placed  third  and  fifth,  respec- 
tively, in  the  Little  and  Big  State  meet.  Nine  school  records 
fell  in  the  course  of  the  season. 

After  warming  up  with  three  championships  in  the  17- 
school  Wabash  Relays,  Earlham  slapped  the  worst  outdoor 
track  defeat  in  ten  years  on  visiting  Ferris  State,  105-40, 
as  Quakers  won  14  of  17  events.  Juniors  Mike  Puterbaugh 
and  Pete  Reuman  each  copped  three  firsts. 

Wittenberg  and  Kenyon  were  next  to  fall  in  a  triangu- 
lar meet,  Earlham  taking  11  of  16  first  places,  including 
another  three  by  Reuman.  The  Quakers  held  Hanover  to 
one  victory  and  shut  Anderson  out  of  first  place  com- 
pletely to  increase  their  record  to  4-0  as  they  approached 
the  "big"  meets. 

Dominating  the  Great  Lakes  Colleges  Association  meet 
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fourths,  Earlham  outscored  runnerup  Wabash,  71-37.  In 
the  Hoosier  Conference  meet  Quakers  grabbed  six  firsts 
and  set  three  school  records.  Bill  Newcomb  won  the  discus 
and  shotput;  Grim  Hobbs  won  the  javelin;  Steve  Ward 
took  the  long  jump  and  Steve  Kaeuper  the  880;  and  Ben 
Hoskins,  Bill  Hahn,  Steve  Mills,  and  Tim  Horgan  com- 
bined to  triumph  in  the  mile  relay. 

Although  being  victimized  by  Ball  State  and  Indiana 
State  in  the  Little  State  Meet,  Earlham  finished  fifth  of  the 
17  Big  State  competitors,  defeating  Purdue  for  the  first 
time  ever.  Hobbs  threw  the  javelin  198'  to  win  both  the 
Big  and  Little  States,  Earlham's  first  Big  State  champion 
in  many  years.  Newcomb  claimed  second  in  the  shotput 
and  Ward  second  in  the  high  jump  in  the  Big  State. 

Earlham  closed  its  season  with  a  110-35  romp  over 
traditional  Hoosier  rival  Indiana  Central. 

Newcomb  and  Ward  led  the  school  record-breakers, 
each  eclipsing  two  old  marks.  Newcomb  extended  his  own 


standards,  set  in  1965,  in  the  shotput,  51'4"  (old  record 
49'3/i"),  and  the  discus,  \5l'l\Vz"  (old  record  of 
144'6"  also  broken  by  Spider  Brown).  Ward  smashed  the 
4-year-old  high  jump  mark  of  6'2"  (Tom  Halley),  clear- 
ing 6'3K",  and  extinguished  Roy  Conrad's  1911  long 
jump  record  (22'10")  by  leaping  ll'lOy^".  Hobbs  added 
to  the  wholesale  attack  on  field  event  marks  with  a  209'6" 
javelin  throw,  15'1"  farther  than  his  own  record  estab- 
lished in  1965. 

John  Gunn  lowered  his  two-mile  standard  from  9:41.2 
to  9:30.6;  Dave  Bailey  added  2I^"  to  Reuman's  1965 
triple  jump  record  of  43'1"  (also  broken  by  Reuman, 
43'3");  Hoskins,  Hahn,  Mills,  and  Horgan  put  3:23.4 
in  the  books  as  the  mile  relay  mark,  0.7  seconds  better 
than  1965's  mark.

vious season.  The  squad  finished  4-16,  slightly  better  than 
the  2-11  of  1965,  but  by  season's  end  Earlham's  improve- 
ment was  considerably  greater. 

After  being  outscored  80-30  in  their  first  nine  games, 
the  Quakers  settled  down  to  hold  their  opponents  to  a 
38-25  advantage  the  next  nine  contests.

Freshman  Mike  Dean,  one  of  the  brightest  spots  all 
season  for  the  Quakers,  pitched  the  final  triumph  and 
lashed  out  five  hits  to  help  his  cause. 

Dean,  who  led  the  team  with  a  .327  average,  was  se- 
leaed  for  the  All-Hoosier  Conference  team  as  an  out- 
fielder. Junior  Harley  Negin  hit  .320  as  Earlham's  second 
best  batsman,  and  catcher  Gary  Smittle  ranked  third. 
Senior  Doug  Seibert  was  the  runner-up  to  Dean  in  runs 
batted  in.  Clemmer  topped  the  pitchers  in  ERA,  3.11, 
besides  picking  up  half  the  victories. 

Gene  Radio,  one  of  the  pitching  prospects  being  counted 
on  for  the  future,  failed  to  win  but  frequently  pitched 
well.  Tom  McDaniel  saw  frequent  action  on  the  mound, 
although  his  ledger  also  showed  only  losses. 

With  the  long,  slow  improvement  already  begun,  Coach 
Harris  faces  the  losses  of  only  three  seniors  as  he  antici- 
pates 1967:  out-fielder-third  baseman  Seibert  and  utility 
men  Bob  Taylor  and  Ed  Rhoads.  Returnees  include  the 
excellent  infield  combination  of  shortstop  Stan  Lerner, 
second  sacker  Dick  Zaugg,  outfielder  Mike  Martin,  as  well 
as  hard-hitting  first  baseman  Jim  Taylor.
